TornJp Flavor May Be Got Kid 
Although it is usually not desirable 


that turnips should be fed to milking 
cows, when they are fed the odor and 
flavor may be prevented from apnearing 
in the barter. 


In a trial which was made from tie 


milk of cows which were being fed the 
excessive quacrity of 90 pounds of tur- 
nips per head per day the odor and fla- 
vor of turnips were not perceptible in the 
bnuer, which was made after the fol- 
lowing treatment was given to the 
cream: 


The cream was heated at 150 degrees 


F. and stirred at that temperature for 
fen minutes while it was still sweet It 
was afterward cooled, ripened and 
churned in the usual way. A portion of 
the cream from the milk of the same 
cows was ripened and churned in the 
usnal way without being heated above 
88 degrees F. 


The butter obtained from the cream 


which was not heated above 68 degrees 
F. bad a distinct odor and flavor of tur- 
nips, while the butter obtained from 
the cream which was heated to 150 de- 
grees F. was excellent in odor, flavor 
and grain and was without any percep- 
tible odor or flavor of turnips. " 


From tbs cream heated to 150 de- 


grees F. before being ripened for cbnrn- 


cents the peund. so the customer can 
judge Low much of the genuine article 
there is in average grocery jelly. The 
men who make the adulterated goods 
are the pillars of community, too, verv 
often, and really think of themselves as 
very e«xl fellows, even when they are 
candy makers and import tons of white 
clay annually to mix with the sweets 
they prepare for children's stomachs. 


Commercial olive oil is cottonseed oil 


and lard. "Cider" vinegar is made of 
distilled wood shavings. Cider itself is 
produced through some vile chemical 
decoction acting on a few dried apples. 
In many cases the fraudulent substance 
acts as an irritant; sometimes as a po=i- 
tive poison to the fetcruach. Evidently 
this is not the kind of manufactured 
delicacies the enthusiast had in mind 
when he predicted the millennium. It 
is time people began to enter vigorous 
protests against the wholesale poisoning 
and starving to which they are beu.g 
subjected more and more. Law, backxd 
by an enlightened public opinion, can 
stop the knavish business.

Upon each of these twu tracts or parcels 
of land log houses were erected, and cue 
of them vas desuoyed by fire One of 
these houses, the one now owned by Mr 
Powell iu Upper Providence township, 
adjoining the tovvii of .Media, is the sole 
survivor, and it is correspondingly 
prized by him. 


The house aud old oak, together with 


the cnnos'nes connected with them, 
ire very aut.que, aud there is no dnuht 
hut that the claim of antiquity is well 
founded. 
In 1715 it was in tho old lop 


cabin that John Po\\ ell changed from 
die Quaker to the Baptist faith, aud or- 
ganized the Fii.-t Baptist church of Del- 
aw;ue county, known as tbo Bruudy- 
\vino chuich.
